An Act to amend the Law relating to the Appointment 
of County Surveyors in Ireland.

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parham ent assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. — (1.) Upon the occurrence of a vacancy in the office of 

county surveyor in a county appearing to consist of two ridings 
or divisions in Schedule (A.) of the County Surveyors, &c. (Ireland) 
Act, 1861, the Lord Lieutenant may, subject to the approval of the 
grand jury of the county, appoint one person to hold the office of 
10 county surveyor for both ridings or divisions of the county. 

[ (2.) The annual salary payable to any county surveyor holding 
such office shall be such as the grand jury may by resolution 
determine , not exceeding the sum of six hundred pounds, and the 
provisions of section five of the said Act of 1861 shall apply to any 
15 such resolution and to the presentment for and payment of such 
annual salary .] 

2. This Act may be cited as the County Surveyors (Ireland) 
Act, 1893, and shall extend to Ireland only. 
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
